Defense University, Ft. McNair Oppose 
Buzzard Point Highrises 


A 13 story building to be built on vacant 
land on Buzzard Point was opposed by 

Ft. McNair and the War College at hearings 
of the DX, Zoning Commission and of 
the National Capital Planning Commission. 

The 130 foot .high office 
building/apartment complex being proposed 
by ■ Riverside Associates would tower above 
the houses on the East side of Ft. McNair. 
(See drawing, p. 6-7 inside] 

The SW/SE Advisory Neighborhood 
Commission voted to oppose the new 
construction too. 

The National War College and the 
Industrial College of the Armed Services 
are located at Ft. McNair. "One hundred 
seventy classified conferences, lectures, 
wargames..." are held each year at Ft. 
McNair involving "one thousand VIP visitors 
(senior executive service, generals, 
ambassadors...and five thousand other 
high level (GS-15, COL) vistors each year," 
according to Col. Michael S. Alba, USAF, 
speaking for the National Defense 
University. 

Post Commander Col. Bagnerise opposed 
the new construction on grounds of 
I) Security 
ZjSocial impact 
3)Traffic. 

"From a vantage point overlooking Ft. 
McNair" in the proposed 130 ft. building 
"electronic surveillance" and "potential 
terrorists" could have a "clear field of 
view - and clean field of fire -" of activities 
at Ft. McNair, according to Col. Bagnerise. 

Military activities - including drilling 
and exercising troops and firing of the 
cannon at 6 am and 5 pm - already bring 
complaints from "neighborhing residents 
who are more remote from the post than 
would be the case with the proposed 
development," according to Col. Bagnerise. 


2nd Street is already saturated with 
street parking from Buzzard's Point office 
buildings and residents, says the Col. 
The 1,000 off-street parking places proposed 
for 2,500 new residents and 900 parking 
places planned for the projected 6,420 
employees in the high rise office and 
commercial buildings would not be adequate, 
said the Col. 

Col Alba added: 

"The scale of these structures (130 
feet high plus penthouse) and proximity 
to the Ft. McNair perimeter wall (13 
feet) would completely overwhelm the 
surrounding buildings, including the new 
Academic Operations Center [a 
multi-million dollar addition to the war 
college, already approved by Congress]. 
This is particularly offensive in view of 
the great effort that has been expended 
over the years to respect and protect 
the special historical character of Ft. 
McNair... 

Allowing construction of such 
disproportionate structures would trivialize 
decades of careful planning. Further, 
it would establish a precedent which would 
adversely affect the future character 
of Southwest Washington, D.C., at a time 
when a unified plan for the area is nearly 
ready [the Anacostia waterr front study 
due in June 1 988]. 

"We the people of Washington, D.C. 
have a very special role in preserving 

and maintaining our national and historical 
legacies. The National War College 
building, Roosevelt Hall, dedicated in 
1907 by President Theodore Roosevelt, 
is ...indeed a national treasure. If we 
are to allow a commercial and residential 
development to occur as proposed, we 
would be irresponsible in the preservation 
of one of our nation's most historic and 
treasured legacies."

Commission (ANC 2D) has voted to oppose 
the application of Riverside Associates 
asking the D.C. Zoning Commission to 
permit very tali buildings on 8 acres on 
Buzzard Point.

Opposes Buzzard Point Project 


The National Capital Planning Commission 
has voted to oppose a developer's request 
to permit 130 ft. buildings on the 8 acre 
Tempo C site at 2nd and R St. S.W. on 
Buzzard's Point. The site was recently 
purchased from the federal government 
by the developer. Riverside Associates. 

The developer is asking the D.C. Zoning 
Commission to permit a Planned Unit 
Development (PUD) designation for the 
site to permit 1,394,000 square feet of 
gross floor area devoted to office, retail 
and commercial uses and 1,045,000 square 
feet of gross floor area devoted to 
residential uses. "The proposed development 
would have floor area ratio (FAR) of 7.0, 
a lot occupancy of 78.8 percent, a maximum 
height of 130 feet and parking for 1,896 
vehicles," according to the NCPC. 

The NCPC report opposing the plan 
states in part: 

"...the proposed Capitol Point 
development, to contain 2.5 million square 
feet of floor area in three enormous 
130-foot-high buildings on a site 
immediately adjacent to Fort McNair, 
will completely overwhelm the small 

scale, historic character of this 

extraordinarily significant Federal 

installation."

"After a lengthy review process, the 
Commission approved the design for the 
National Defense University Library building 
at a height limited to 79 feet and with 
a required setback of 70 feet from the 
Fort McNair wall," states NCPC. 

The history of Ft. McNair is described 
by NCPC: 

"Designated a military post in 1791 
by Pierre L'Enfant and originally established, 
strictly for the defense of the Federal 
City, Ft. McNair has also served as the 
site of the Penitentiary where the Lincoln 
assassination conspirators were tried 
and executed and the general hospital 
where Walter Reed's research led to control 
of malaria. 

"In 1903, as a direct outgrowth of the 
McMillan Commission plan, the fort was 
redesigned by the architectural firm of 
McKim, Mead and White into a Beaux 
Arts campus-like setting for the new 
Army War College. This magnificent 
master plan centers on its enormous parade 
ground, which is symmetrically framed 
by relatively modest buildings on the 
north, east and west, while the imposing 
War College Building, the focal point

Absences Impede ANC 

ANC 2D has written to the Mayor and 
the DC Council to make it easier to re¬ 
move ANC Commissioners who do not attend 
ANC meetings. 

The action was sparked by the non-at¬ 
tendance of Marion Harris and Marti 
Springfield. 

(Marti Springfield Holman told The 
South wester that she actively performs 
the duties of the ANC Commissioner 
for the area which elected her - east 
of Canal St. and south of N St. - helping 
with residents problems with the city. 
The ANC's evening meetings are difficult 
for her to attend since she had her baby, 
she said. 

The two ANC 2D Commission¬ 
ers, elected in November, 1986, have 
failed to attend a single ANC meeting 
since their terms began in January, 
1987. 

"Non-attendance at ANC meetings is a 
hardship to the ANC as an institution 
and to the affected SMDs," According to 
the letter the ANC sent the Mayor. "It 
is a hardship to the ANC which finds it 
more difficult, and on occasion, impos¬ 
sible, to achieve a quorum. It is a 
hardship on the residents when their 
Commissioner is not present to voice 
their concerns or communicate the ANC's 
actions back to them." 

The other Commissioners say they have 
tried to encourage their two colleagues 
to come to the meetings. They have 
tried both informal and formal efforts, 
but nothing, they complain, has worked. 
The two absent Commissloners have not 
only declined to attend ANC meetings, 
they have also refused to step down as 
Commissioners. 

Currently there is 1ittle that an ANC 
can do in a situation like this. Under 
District Law, Commissioners can be. re¬ 
moved from office only by means of a 
recall instituted by the residents of 
their Single Member District. The re¬ 
call requires that someone obtains the 
signatures of 10% of the registered 
voters of that SMD on a petition. 

ANC 2D believes another mechanism is 
needed to cover the current problem. 
The ANC is recommending that the DC 
Council amend the ANC law l.o provide for 
the automatic removal of Commissioners 
for consecutive or repeated absences. 

The Council's Coverment Operations 
Committee, chaired by Betty Ann Kane, 
told The Southwester that it is looking 
into the problem.

Anacostia River Development 
Possibilities 

The development opportunities along 
the north side of the Anacostia River 
from the 11th St. bridge to Ft. McNair 
and the Potomac • River are illustrated 
in the map, above. It is Figure 11 in the 
April 1988 report of “Phase I: Development 
Opportunities and Constraints* 1 prepared 
for the Federal City Council (a non-profit 
group of 125 "top business, professional, 
educational and civic leaders active in 
promoting community development."} 

The report points out that construction 
on the federal land in the area is not subject 
to District of Columbia government control. 
The Navy Yard and the adjacent "Southeast 
Federal Center" are planning "intense 
office development and redevelopment." 

Privately owned land is east of South 
Capitol St. up to M St. S.E. and east of 
Ft. McNair in the Buzzard Point area. 
The report states: "The large-parcel 
[private] owners have expressed the desire 
to develop their land and seem to have 
the ability to do so." (p. 3,4) - 

Miscellaneous quotes from the report 
follow: 

"Anacostia's ability to capture a portion 
of this market growth is dependent upon 
the image, character/amenities and level 
of investment into the area. Under current 
conditions there would be very little demand 
for the area, but given major improvements, 
Anacostia could become an attractive 
sub-market within the metropolitan area." 

"..considerable investment in 

infrastructure and amenities can make 
Anacostia competetive with suburban 
space." 

(p 7 Appendix A) 

"Anacostia could absorb 100 to 500 
[housing] units annually depending upon 
investment...Rents of around $1 a square 
foot which would undercut the more 
prestigious Georgetown/Dupont Circle 



and Capitol Hill markets could be realized. 


Unselfishness and determination enabled 
this year's 16 and under basketball team 
at Club #4 (now called Club 1-D-4) 
to overcome many barriers surrounding 
the season.

Mock Space Station Might Be Built in S.W. 


An 11,000 square foot mock-up of a 
space station in which students and teachers 
could live for several days has the support 
of Mayor Marion Barry for construction 
on Parcel 76, the vacant land north of 
Jefferson Jr. High's playing field on 7th 
St. S.W. 

The $16 million building would be called 
the Challenger Center For Space Science 
Education and would include a 15,000 
square foot visitor center with exhibit 
area "with hands-on exhibits." 

The mock-up "Space Life Station" would 
"simulate conditions on board a space 
station...Elementary, middle school and 
high school steachers and their students 
will reside for several days, conducting 
experiements and routine life support 
functions." 

Sen. Jake Carn of Utah, who has 18 
Senators cosponsoring his bill for a federal 
charter incorporating the Center, is 
expected to move an amendment to the 
NASA appropriation bill to help finance 
the Center's program. 

Besides the center in Washington, the 
families of the 7 crew members of the 
Challenger space shuttle are proposing 

a Mars. Base in Houston and four other 
Mission Sites and smaller versions called 
Affiliate Sites that may eventually number 
50 in 10 years.

ANC Opposes Building On So. CapitoS St. Strip 


The SW/SE ANC 2D has told the D.C. 
Board of Zoning Adjustment not to give 
special permission for building three new 
stores between M and N St. S.W. along 
So. Capitol St. S.W. 

Wynmark Development Corporation 
is asking to eliminate the rear yard 
requirements of the Zoning Regulations. 
"Due to the narrow width of the lot, the 
Applicant is not able to provide the required 
rear yards and thus requests an area 
variance," says Wynmark. 

Reasons given by the ANC for its 
opposition are: 

"No change should be allowed in current 
zoning until the comprehensive plan is 
completed; approval of this application 
would amount to piecemean planning 

(2) There are already enough fast food 
restaurants along South Capitol St. and 
allowing more would turn it into a fast 
food corridor 

(3) Treffic is already congested at this 
intersection, and this development as 



currently designed would worsen traffic 
flow 

(4)the commercial viability of this project 
is in doubt raising the question of what 
would happen to the site (and the 
community) if the project failed. 

Wynmark describes the project as follows;: 

"The proposed project will be a retail 
center consisting of three separate 
buildings, each ranging* from 3,488 to 
4,858 square feet in size. The project 
will contain retail uses such as a 
neighborhood convenience store, dry cleaner 
and a pharmacy. There is a current absence 
of such facilities in the neighborhood." 

"Each building will consist of one story, 
with a maximum height of 24 feet." 

"The three buildings will front on South 
Capitol Street. Vehicular access to the 
proposed project will be available from 
a service road off of South Capitol Street. 
Additional ingress and egress will be 
provided from the alley in the rear of 
the project." 

"The applicant is providing 25 spaces, 
20 of which will be standard sized and 
5 compact. The proposed parking for 
the project is more than adequate to meet 
the needs of all three structures." 

The stores would be between So. Capitol 
St. and the row of privately owned 2 story 
townhouses along Carrollburg Place.

OF PENNSYLVANIA 

IN THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 

Thursday, August 11,1988 
Mr. GRAY of Pennsylvania. Mr. Speaker, on 
the evening of August 9; 1988, the District of 
Columbia, black America, and indeed the 
Nation, lost a shining embodiment of human 
decency dedication to principle, and loyalty to 
a cause. 

We suffered that loss with the passing of 
Carl Holman. 

Carl Holman was president of the National 
Urban Coalition for two decades. 

During those years, he not only had a keen 
awareness of the unfolding of a more just and 
a brighter America, indeed, he was instrumen¬ 
tal in bringing that new America about. 

From his role in the civil rights movement to 
his time in the White House; from his reputa¬ 
tion at the U.S. Civil Rights Commission to his 
involvement in the struggle against apartheid, 
Carl Holman was an unfailing adherent to fair¬ 
ness arid principle. 

Carl was not one to promote himself, Mr. 
Speaker; and so he often downplayed the 
degree of courage and bravery that underlay 
the choices he made during his 69 -year life. 

But there are countless prominent black 
men and women who today function at the 
highest levels of economic and political life in 
America, thanks to the efforts and determina¬ 
tion of Carl Holman. 

Equally importantly, there is an even greater 
number who today can take certain basic 
rights and dignities for granted thanks to all 
that Carl Holman worked for. 

Carl made the path easier for us all to be 
full participants in the promise of America. 

For that we are indebted. 

For that we are grateful.

A fact sheet gives historical information, 
including this: 

"The first building to go up was Capitol 
Park Apartments (800 Fourth Street S.W.) 
in 1958. The Capitol Park II townhouses 
were contstructed in 1959-61, followed 
by Capitol Park Towers (301 G St. S.W.) 
in 1962. 

"In 1962-63 the townhouses in Capitol

"In 1973 the two town house sections 
were sold as condominiums, thus making 
this year the 15th anniversary of Capitol 
Park II and Capitol Park IV Condominiums."

Chris Hendricks, vice president of Waterfront 

Washington Association, emceed a group 

of speakers on the Southwest waterfront 

aboard the Spirit of Mt. Vernon. 

George Riseling, Chair of Waterfront 
Washington Association, described areas 
along the waterfront still to be developed. 
Temporary parking southeast of Hogate's 
Restaurant is reserved for Cannon and 
Glasgow to establish a seafood market. 
Competition from the Municipal Fish Pier 
makes that unlikely. Temporary parking 
southeast of 700 Water Street restaurant 
was to be the site for a specialty restaurant, 
but the developers are probably in default. 

Southwest of Channel Inn/Pier 7 Restaurant 
will be developed by that firm. Colonial 
Parking, which owns the property where 
the Spirit of Washington operates, will 
complete the 12 foot concrete walkway 
through that property and develop more 
parking. 

Riseling also pointed out several large 
outlets from the city storm drain system, 
which dump debris into the Washington 
Channel when it rains. He suggested that 
cages over the ends of the drains could 
catch the debris and it could be removed 
after the rain. 

The failure of the District government 
to carry out its promises of a smell-less 
refuse disposal system at the fish pier 
and control of the parking of large trucks 
there was mentioned. 

Jeanne Fogle, historian and owner of 
a tour firm, told the story of the history 
of Southwest D.C. 

Lt. Joseph Ruelas, of the D.C. Harbor 
Police, showed a picture of how the new 
Harbor Patrol/Fire Boat building will look 
and reported it will be open in March, 1989, 
or earlier. There will be slips for 7 boats. 
Seven personnel will be on duty at all times. 
The Harbor Patrol and Helicopter Patrol 
are under one command. There will be 
a helipad at the end of the pier with the 
new building. 

Beverly Bandler of the Interstate 
Commission on the Potomac River Basin 
told of progress in cleaning up the Anacostia 
River. Its tributaries include Sligo Creek 
and the NW and NE Branches which are 
crossed by the 1-95 Beltway. Biadensburg 
was once a main seaport with a 40-foot 
channel for ships going up the Anacostia. 

Tom Rowan of Gangplank reported that 
his firm is now managing the Park Service 
marina formerly called the Ft. McNair 
Yacht Basin and now called the James 
Creek Marina. Under a 20-year lease, 
he will build a new 25 0—si ip marina - tearing 
out the old docks dating from 1910. 

Jim Hampton, former harbor master, 
is his marina manager. 

Leon Schertler described hopes that 
OpSail 1992, the Christopher Columbus 
500th anniversary in 1992, will bring tall 
ships to the S.W. waterfront.
